seven hearses, each bearing a part of what 
three days ago was a strong man, moved 
through the streets of South Chicago yester- 
day afternoon toa plot of consecrated ground 
in Mount Greenwood cemetery. There the 
last rites to the recovered dead in the fire at 
the George W. Jackson “ intermediate” crib 
Wednesday morning were given, and the 
bodies were laid away a woe > ae 
cellarlike grave. 

The church bells of the city tolied es the 
cortége passed through the streets; The 
business houses were closed, and the entire 
population not at work in the factories wae 
on hand to give a token of respeet to thise 
left in a moment without father, or husband, 
or friend. 

The immediate mourners walked behind 
the hearses, followed by a handful of band- 
aged and limping survivors, and aided on 
their weary way by more police. 

Starts from Police Station. 


At the head of the procession, which 
formed at 12:45 o'clock at the South Chica- 
gO police station, were Acting Chief of Po- 
lice Schuettier, Inspector Hunt, and Lieuts. 
Smith and Moore. Then came the employés 
of the George W. Jackson company (inc.), 
headed by Mr. Jackson and Danie! O Connor. 
superintendent ot the crib. Ald. J. H Jones 
and P. H. Moynihan, Coroner Peter M. Hoff- 
man, and his depsty, David R. Jones, came 
next. 

On each side ot the hearses walked two 
uniformed policemen. The mourners walked 
in lines of four abreast at first, but before 
the procession had proceeded far they broke 
up into a weeping, scattering mob. Many 
women who have waited in vain sie the 
fire for some word of a missing husband, 
fainted and were carried away.

Last Rites Are Simple. 


At Ninety-first street and South Chicago 
avenue cars took on the mourners, the pa- 
bearers, and the police. The leet rites at the 
cemetery were simple. 

An immense single grave had been dug. It 
looked more like a cellar than anything else. 
The space around this was black with morbid 
curiosity seekers. Even the trees were filled 
with spéctators. 

With four policemen to each casket the 
hearses delivered their burdens. The caskets 
were laid in rows. A wreath given given by 
the Jackson company was placed on each 
casket. 

When the forty-seven black boxes were ar- 
ranged and the mourners all grouped about 
the great grave the Rev. Father Béward 
O'Reilly of St. Patrick's church began to read 
from the Latin service of the Roman Catholic 
church. As his voice broke the deep stillness 
a woman cried hysterically: 

My brother, O, my brother.” 


One Mourner Hysterical. 


A policeman made his way to her and 
tried to quiet her. In working around the 
edge of the grave, the policeman’s foot 
slipped and a great mass of dirt was 
precipitated with a thud upon the cask- 
ets. The woman kept up her crying all 
through the service. Prayer was offered 
by the Rev. Eli T. Allen of the Presby- 
terian church of South Chicago. Other 
prayers closed the services. 

Of the thousands of persons who attended 
the funeral and crowded around the big grave 
at the cemetery, probably only a smal! frac- 
tion were actual mourners. The relatives of 
the victims, who carried their grief with them 
on the dreary journey to the cemetery, Were 
jostied rudely by aggressive curiosity seekers. 
Eaters of popcorn and confectionery who had 
come to the funeral merely as a spectacle 
stood in the front row around the grave while 
frail women and children and men whose 
spirit had been broken by the loss of a brother 
or a father wept softh behind the throng. 
unable to hear the words of the clergymen 


Police Rebuke the Curious, 

The big hearted policemen recognized the 
injustice and did their best to remedy it by 
pushing back curiosity seekers to make way 
for mourners. Acting Chief Schuettler and 
Inspector Hunt personally questioned the 
more aggressive as to their degree of in- 
terest in the funeral, and in all individual 
cases brought to their notice assisted the 
deserving. 

Throughout the service the policemen 
showed genuine sympathy and knelt on the 
freshly turned earth with the grave diggers 
and spectators when the prayers for the 
dead were being said. 

A requiem high masse was sung in the 
morning in the Roman Catholic Church of 
the Immaculate Conception at Eighty- 
eighth street and Commercial avenue for 
all the dead. Bishop Paul Rhode was the 
celebrant. The chureh Was filled with 
relatives of the dead, One black empty 
casket represented the remains or the 
Catholic workmen who had perished, 


; Text of Sermon. 

The Rev. Father O'Reilly used this text 
for his sermon: 

“For man also Knoweth not his time; as 
the fishes that are taken in the evil net, and 
as the birds that are caught in the mare, 
so are the sons of men snared in an evil 
time. when it falleth suddenly upon them.” 

Five sermons were delivered by ministers 
of various creeds at the First Presbyterian 
church, The Rev. Anders Andrae, pastor 
ot the Bethesda Luthéran church, said in 
part: 

The awful calamity which in a moment's 
time hurled almost 100 persons into eternity 
is seemingly a human accident that might 
have been prevented. and avoided by humen 
foresight and care.

AUTOS AND BUSES ARE USED. 


Robbers, Cornered, Attempt Suicide to 
Escape Arrest. 


[BY CABLE To THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Jan. 23.—One of the most 
astounding outrages reported in many 
years occurred this morning at Tottenham, 
a suburb of London. Two Ruselans shot up 
the town, killing three persons b ald wounding 
thirty or forty others, at least six of whom 
may die. 

Finally cornered by their pursuers, 
after a running battle covering a distance 
of several miles, they gave up their ef- 
fort to escape and tried to commit suicide, 
One man shot himself and died instantly, 
while the other fired a bullet into his 
brain and wae taken to a hospital. 

The pair, who recently had been em- 
ployed in a Tottenham rubber factory, 
applied there this morning for reinstate- 
ment. Their applications were refused. 

Thereupon they rushed into the courtyard 
of the factory, in which stood a motor car 
containing the money with which the weekly 
wages of the employés was to be paid. The 
two mem drew revolvers and fired at the 
chauffeur, hitting him in the neck. Then 
they climbed into the car, clubbed the 
wounded chauffeur, and seized the bag of 
‘gold, which lay on the seat. 

As they started away the chauffeur with 
a great effort raised himself tn his seat, gave 
the alarm, and then, despite his wounds, 
started his car in pursuit of the fleeing rob- 
bers. By thie time the pair were being fol- 
lowed by a crowd of pedestriang and several 
policemen. 


Running Battles Are Frequent. 


As the car drew close up to them the 
Russians fired again, this time disabing the 
car. The furious crowd continued the pur- 
suit. 

Three times within a distance of half a mile 
the robbers, finding themselves hard pressed 
by their pursuers, turned in their flight and 
fired into the crowd, which left behind, as it 
continued the chase, a trail of wounded. 
Among those shot was a little boy, who was 
fatally injured, and three policemen, who 
may die. The boy was shot in the mouth. 

The infuriated crowd, forgetting their con- 
sideratiomof personal safety, kept up the pur- 
suit, its ranks being reinforced continually 
by contingents of policemeh summoned by 
telephone from the neighboring stations. 

It was cleat the robbere were prepared for 
the most desperate eventualities and appar- 
ently they had en unlimited supplyof cart- 
ridges. Once when they were nearly cor- 
nered both of them turned upon their pur- 
suers and poured out a perfect fusillade, one 
of them firing while the other loaded. By 
this they got some headway. 


Surprise and Dodge Hunters. 
Entering upon a more open country, they 
clambered up an embankment and came 
upon @ party ef men who were duck hunting. 
“Fire at them,” roared the pursuing po- 
liceman to the hunters. But the bunters 
“were too astonished to take in the situation 
until the opportunity for action had passed.

The 1 finding after a desperate 
Gash of four miles that their strength was 
failing and thet fresher pursuers were over- 
taking thém, boarded an electric tram car, 
one of them holding à revolver to the dri- 
ver’e head and commanding him to drive 
with the utmost speed and the other stand- 
ing in the rear of the car and hokdiing up 
the conductor and passengers. 

Two of the latter attempted to seize the 
fellow who was standing over them, where- 
upon the desperadoes both began firing, one 
from the front and the other from the 
rear, indiscriminately, dropping at least thir- 
teen pereons in the streets, one of their bul- 
lets completely shattering a policeman’s face. 


Police Pursue in Second Car. 

The policemen meanwhile followed the ex- 
ample of the fugitives and commandeered an- 
other tram car and sent it speeding along 
after the riihaways. As the car neared the 
railway station, the driver told the robber, 
who was guarding him, there was à police 
station just ahead, the men of which would 
certainly capture him. 

The driver thought thus to hinder the rob- 
bers’ flight. It did, but only for a moment. 
The men then jumped down and sprang into 
a passing inilk cart. In this they resumed 
their mad career. But they were unable to 
shake off their pursuers. * 

Mounted and afoot the pursuers began to 
lessen the distance which separated them 
from their quarry. They compelled the Rus 
sians to abandon the milk cart and make for 
a chump of woods 

Having forced the pursuers again to 
retire, they jumped up and sped on- 
ward. Their pursuers finally drove 
them out of the wood. Both men were 
in such desperate straits by this time 
that all their hope of escape was gone. 
Finding their revolver shots did not 
deter their pursuers, they pocketed 
their weapons and depended upon their 
legs. But they were too exhausted 

Cornered, They Kill Selves. 

One made a last frantic effort to elude his 
pursuers. He dashed under the railway 
arch, hoping to find some place where he 
might hide. Finding himself in a cul-de- 
sac, he took a last look around to assure 
himself that his position was hopeless. 
Then be pulled out his revolver and shot 
bimeelf in the head just as his pursuers fell 
upon him. He died immediately, 

The other ruffian, seeing his companion’s 
fate, avoided the arch and made for an aban- 
doned cottage in a field half a mile Qistant. 
He gained it just in time and slammed the 
door in the faces of his pursuers. While 
they hammered at the doors and windows 
the Russian mounted to @ top room and open- 
ing a window fired all but one of his few re- 
maining cartridges. The duck hunters again 
opened fire, shattering the glass in the win: 
dow but missing the robber. 

Finally with his supply of cartridges en- 
hausted and the Goor below burst open and 
with his pursuers already mounting the 
stairs be fired bie last bullet into hie own 
head. He may recover, however.

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LARGGIVES UP WOMAN 3 BODY 


Clothing . She Was a 
Person of Consequence. 


DISCOVERED BY TWO BOYS. 


Police Will Seek Clew to Identity in 
Records of Missing People, 


Two boys walking on the beach near Bixty- 
third street yesterday afternoon saw the 
body of a woman floating in the lake a few 
feet off shore. The Woodlawn police were 
notified and the body was removed to 
Schwier's undertaking establishmert, 477 
Sixty-third street. 

There were no marks of violence on the 
body, which had been in the water from 
two to four weeke. The woman apparently 
was between 80 amd 85 years old. She was 
attired in clothing of good texture, and it is 
the opinon of the police that she was not 
an ordinary person. 

Records of missing persons reported to the 
police for the last month were examined, 
but they shed no light on the identity of the 
woman. More than 100 women have been 
reported missing during that time, and it is 
almost impossible to learn how many of them 
have returned to their homes. 


Description of the Body. 

The following is a description of the pany: 

Between 30 and 85 years old. 

Dark brown hair; eyes the sama, 

About 5 feet 5 inches tall. 

Weight, 135 pounds, 

Four upper teeth crowned with gold and sev. 
eral lower teeth gold filled, 

The body was dressed in what appeared to 
be a dark blue serge tailor made suit: blue 
belt with large sliver buckle; tan lace shoes, 
purchased at Marshall Field & Co.'s; dark 
embroidered hosiery. She wore square gold 
cuff buttons, and on the fore finger of the | 
left hand a plain gold band ring with the 
inscription in it, “From Katie, June 28, 
1884."" Two other rings, one of them a smal! 
turquoise, were also worn by the woman.

In the middle of the forenoon the transfer 
of the other passengers to the Florida was 
made, and although the fog was dense, un- 
usually calm weather for this season of the 
year in the north Atlantic enabled the trans- 
fer to be made without accident. 

Only human beings wére taken in the life 
boats which made the passage betweén the 
two vessels, ali baggage being left on board 
the Republic. 

Already well filled by the crew and its 
own passengers, the Florida must have 
been crammed with ‘people when all 
the Republic’s passengere managed to get 
aboard. Altogether before the giant Baltic 
nosed them out through the fog and relieved 
the situation, the Florida was taking care of 
nearly 2,000 people in quarters that were not 
designed for many more than a thousand. 

Then came the fear—the irritatingly con- 
cise wireless told that part of it—that the 
Florida might go under. When its captain, 
Voltolin, yanked it back from the crushed 
Republic it wae seen that ite bow was 
broken like the nose of an egg that had been 
jammed hard against a plate. 

The bow of one of these Atlantic liners 
virtually is a solid steel ram for twenty feet 
or more back of its nose. It may be crushed, 
broken, and riven, but it protects the more 
vulnerable part of the ship back of it. In 
the case of the Florida the bow was shattered 
but the force of the collision was not enough 
to break the bulkhead and sink the chip. 


Captain Sticks to His Ship. 

Capt. Sealby and his officers stuck to the 
Republic when they had got their people 
safely off. They had work to do, they and 
Binns, the Marconi man.

Crew Disembarks at 9 O'Clock. 

The crew and officers of the Republic were 
forced to abandon thelr ship at 9 o'clock to- 
night, aecording to a. wireless message re- 
ceived at Boston. The Republic was low in 
the water and seemed in danger of sinking at 
any moment. 

The Republic originally was named Co- 
lumbus after ite launching from the yard 
of Harland & Wolff: at Belfast in 1903. 
and was intended for the servite of the Do- 
minton line between Boston and Queenstown 
and Liverpool. After the Dominion line be- 

came part of the White Star service its name 
was changed to suit the White Star scheme 
of nomenclature, which’ requires all of lieg 
vessels’ names to end in je.“ 


Several Years in Boston Service. 

The Republic had been plying on the Bos- 
ton and Mediterranegfi and Boston and Liy- 
erpool routes several years. Occasionally 
it went to the Mediterranean via both New 
York and Boston. It made a regular winter 
cruise from this port to the Azores, Madeira 
and the Mediterranean, and always carried 
a large number of pasengers. 

It was equipped as the best twin screw up to 
date liners, having besides the wireless a sub- 
marine apparatus to tell the commander al- 
most exactly where he might be in a dense fog 
when in the neighborhood of a lightship 
fitted with submarine belie. 

The Republic was the biggest ship in the 
Boston service. It was 570 feet long, 67.8 
feet beam, and drew 24 feet when laden. It 
measured 15,378 tons gross. 4 

The Republic wae constructed at a cost of 
about $1,000,000 and was insured for that 
amount. It is the policy of the White Star 
line to put aside for the insurance of its ves- 
see from a half to a third of their value. In 
the case of the Republic nearly half the in- 
surance was carried by the line itself and the 
rest divided among various companies, in- 
cluding Lloyds. 

On its last trip to New York the Republic 
brought the firet refugees from the Sicilian 
and Calabrien earthquake to land on Amer- 
ican shores. 

Today's collision was the second in which 
the Republic had figured within a little ieés 
than two years. On Feb. 16, 1907, the Re- 
public collided in the bay of Neples, while 
entering port, with the Italian steamer Cen- 
tro America. At that time the Republic had 
on board 343 saloon passengers, and although 
many of the passengers were badly fright- 
ened. none was injured. 


| Florida Comparatively New Boat. 


The Florida is a comparatively new steam- 
ship of the Lloyds Itallanos fleet, each of 
which is named for à state of the United 
States. It is a steel twin screw boat with a 
sharp, straight stem, about half the gross 
tonnage of the Republic. It hes two funnels, 
two pole masts, and can make about fifteen 
knots.

REGARDLESS OF COST—TAFT. 


President Elect Says Type Can and 
Be Changed if Found Necessary— 
He Seeks Facts. 


Charleston, 8S. C., Jan. 23.—President-Elect 
Taft, following a day on the golf links, was 
guest of 175 of his friends in Charleston 
ata dinner tonight. Speaking of his Panama 
trip, be said: 

The work that is to be done in Panema | 
is one of navigation, observation, and dis- 
cussion as to the work that is going on down 
there.“ 

Congress, he said, had required by law that 
the lock type should be built. From some of 
the metropolitan jurnais, he said, it would 
appear that his visit was to settle this ques- 
tion.

POOR TRY TO APE THE RICH. 


Even Paris and New Yerk Fal) Behind 
London in Spending, 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 


‘LONDON. Jan. 23.—The astonishing in- 
crease in luxury, which is so striking a fea- 
ture of the present day Nfe, was a subject of 
conversation the other evening at a small 
exclusive club frequented by diplomats. 
Qne member of the British service spoke 
strongly of the ruinous expense of English 
social life today. 

“Up to a quarter of a century ago,“ he 
said. our habits were simple; even the rich 
made no great show, when I began.to.stay 
In the country houses in the seventies, the 
way of living wes plain and unpretentious. 

“ Who nowadays would have the courage 
to offer his guests bolled eggs and cold ham 
for breakfast on a hot day, a dish of cold 
meats and cheese for lunch and a dinner of 
four or five courses all told? What woman 
in society nowadays would be content to al- 
low herself $600 a year dress allowance? An 
aunt of mine with one of the greatest tities, 
and one time in Queen Victoria's household. 
never exceeded that amount. 

“To the rich, it does not matter what they 
spend on their personal pleasures, but when 
you find men earning from $5,000 to $10,000 
a year spending all in a med endeavor to do 
just as the rich do, to drive motor cars, to 
eat at the most expensive restaurants, to 
keep a number of servants and consume the 
most expensive wines and cigars, then you 

may be sure the country suffers. 


English Worst of All. 


“TI don't believe.“ continued this diplomat. 
who is famillar with the social! life of all 
great capitals, that in any other country you 
find thie tendency among the people of mod- 
erate income so marked as here. In St. 
Petersburg the dissipatién among the upper 
classes is carried to amazing lengths, and 
in New York the millioneires fiy their money 
about as if it burnt their hands. In Vienna 
there is a great deal of gambling and wild- 
ness generally, but only among the aristo- 
cracy. In Paris there are plenty of chances 
to live riotously, but you seldom see the 
pourgoisie taking them.” 

The same story of extravagant luxury 
comes from Berlin. Buelow's renewed warn- 
ings to the Prussian diet against the evils of 
extravagance came at a moment when the 
German people were indulging in perhaps the 
most luxurious week in their history. 

The round of court festivities now is in 
full swing In Berlin, and is accompanied by 
display without a parallel in the German 
capital. The magnificent jewels and dresses 
at the imperial drawing room represent the 
high water mark era of luxury towards which 
“New Germany has been advancing in the 
past few years. 

The Chancellor's first appeal in November 
last for simplicity and economy fell on deaf 
eare. The wealthy classes prepared for the 
current season on a scale unprecedented.

Millions Spent on Jewels.

JUPITER’S BAD BOY CAUGHT. 


Wandering Satellite Stays LongEnough | 


to Be Photographed. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®S.] 

LONDON. Jan. 28.—Memortes of the days 
when it was believed that a comet was a 
portent of woe and disaster, when dtretul 
tales were believed of the catastrophe that 
might overtake the world from possible con- 
tact with its glowing tail were revived this 
week by a bulletin from the Lick observatory 
containing results of the gepectroscopic ob- 
servations of the Morehouse comet. 

The presence of poisonous cyanogen gas 
in the tall of the Morehouse comet gave rise 
to the suggestion that serious consequénces 
might follow the passage of the comet 
through the earth's atmosphere, A mild 
scare hase resulted in certain circles where « 
smattering of scientific knowledge is allied 
with a tendency to cultivate nervous thrills. 


Wo Cause for Alarm Here. 


Excitable persone were quieted only by. 


the announcement that comets’ tails, as such, 
are of an ethereal tenuity, and that faint 
stars shine undimmed through a gaseous 
thickness of perhaps 100,000 miles. It is im- 

probable that enough cyanogen would enter 
our atmosphere to have sensible effect. It 10 
Unely that the earth passed through the tall 
of a bright comet in 1861 when no untoward 
effects were experienced 

The interesting suggestion is made by 
Hugh Frank Newall, president of the Royal 
Astronomical society, that cyanogen is not 
inherent in the tail of the comet but present 
at all times in planetary stars, only excited 
into visibility by the passage of the comet. 
Astronomers generally are not inclined to 
regard Newall's suggestion as more than an 
interesting speculation, 


Black Sheep with a Family. 

In the realm of astronomical fact it ts 
more important that at last it has been pos- 
sible to obtain a photograph of the eighth 
satellite of Jupiter. After the discovery 
just a year ago by the Greenwich observ- 
atory of an unknown tiny object close to 
Jupiter, it remained doubtful whether it was 
a true satellite or only a minor planet that 
had made a near approach to the Jovian 
plane. The photograph obtained on Sunday 
last places its satellite character beyond 
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Reporter and Constable Claim 
Credit as Detectives.

LONDON, Jan. 23.—To Americans who are 
accustomed to make all sorts of contracts. 
even Matrimonial ones, by telephone, a case 
which came up in the city of London court 
this week may possess an element of surprise. 

A Glasgow shipbuilding firm sued some 
London merchants for $120. The plaintiffs 
had a contract to buy 500 tons of goods in in- 
staliments of fifty tons a month from the de- 
fendants at $65 a ton. When the deliveries 
were completed the defendants had over de- 
livered by five tons, and as the market price 
had fallen to $48.50 a ton by that time, the 
plaintiffs now demanded a return of $120 over- 
paid. 

The defendants said they agreed over the 
telephone with the plaintiff's London office to 
the allowance only if future business re- 
sulted, and that it had not, The plaintitre 
said thie was the first they heard of such an 
arrangement and they contended they were 
not bound to it. 


No Previous Decisions Found. 


Judge Rentoul said there were many pos- 
sibilities about telephone conversations. He 
knew of no decision that firms could be bound 
by what occurred over the telephone, no mat- 
ter who the speaker was. 

The defendant’s counsel urged that tele- 
phones had become @ part of every day life in 
business and he didn’t see how commerce 
could be conducted if telephone arrange- 
ments were to be disregarded. The judge said 
he would hesitate long before he held that a 
man was necessarily bound by words that 
came over the telephone. 


Should Be Put in Writing. 


Every contract made in that way ought to 
be confirmed in writing if it is Mable to doubt 
before it was upheld by a court of law. If 
it were merely proved a message had pro- 
ceeded from a man's telephone in his oc 
without any proof of who sent the message 
he didn’t think it could be held that the firm 
was bound by any such statements. He 
tound for the plaintiffs with costs.

“Permit me to state that one of the 
conditions I would like to see imposed, 
whether or no I am favored with the 
underwriting of this proposition, is 
some supervision of the allotment of se- 
curities by representatives of your com- 
pany, so that, after the time for filing 
bids had expired and enough bids had 
been opened to show that the. bonds 
were heavily oversubscribed, it would 
not be possible for bids to be surrepti- 
tlously introduced and bonds awardei 
to houses acting in collusion with the 
underwriters; neither would it pos- 
sible to announce that the issue had 
been oversubscribed many more times 
than was the case and thus obtain an 
opportunity ‘to retain with some show 
of fairness large blocks of the securi- 
ties for the underwriters.”

Placing Local Players Makes In- 
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GIANT YACHT FOR CHICAGOAN. 


William A. Lydon Orders Steam Craft 
170 Feet in Length, Which Will Cost 
Approximately $85,000. 


Bx JOHN G. DE Lone. 

The finest pleasure craft in Chicago, if not 
on the great lakes, is assuerd.for local waters 
by Wiliam A. Lydon, who has ordered 
a new steam yacht that should far outclass 
anything previously brought here. 

Lydonia is the name selected by Mr. Lydon 
for the new craft. which is to be built at 
once from designs by William Gardner of 
New York. The yacht is to be constructed 
in a Wilmington, Del., shipyard and when 
completed it will have cost approximately 

The yacht will be 170 feet long over all, with 
a beam of 20 feet, and it will draw nine feet 
of water. The hull will be of steel and the 
appointments are to include all of the latest 
improvements in yacht fittings. Lydonia is 
to be equipped with compound engines of 
ample horse power, which will give the boat 
a speed of not less than fifteen miles an hour. 

Work already has commenced on the de- 

sign, which is to be rushed to completion. 
The builders have contracted to deliver the 
steamer ready for its long trip to Chicago 
not later than June 1, when it will at once be 
placed in commission. Unlike some of the 
‘Chicago men who make their money here 
and then build yachts for use on eastern 
waters, Mr. Lydon has announced that 
Lydonia is to be kept in the local harbor per- 
manently and that bis pleasure cruises will 
be made from here. At present Mr. Lydon 
ts not a member of any local yachting organ- 
ization, but it is said he will join the Chicago 
Yacht club and fiy its colors from Ly- 
domla's lofty signal masts. 
All other local yachts are small in com- 
arison. Edward R. Mayer's Manzanita is 
120 feet long over all While Fred W. Morgan's 
Paihfinder is 145 feet in extreme length. 
McClurg and Wait’s Sea Fox is 120 feet long. 
and Luciue G. Fisher's Lagonda hes an over 
all length of 180 feet. Andrew Crawford's 
Cornelia is only 106 feet long.

„Sparrow“ Robertson Relates In- 
teresting Dope.“ 


DIXON’S HAND HARD To FIT. 


Negro’s Fingers Out of Proportion; 
McGovern Easy to Please. 


New York, Jan. 23.—[Special.}—* Spar- 
row Robertson, glovemaker for the world’s 
champions, relates some interesting dope 
on the title holders, says the World. 

Sparrow has had a most intimate ac- 
queintance with the great fighters of. the 
past and present day. Every fighter of any 
prominence has had his hands measured by 
„Sparrow.“ and a visit to his workshop was 
one of the first things to do after the oon- 
summation of a match. There were gloves | 
to be made for the training quarters—the 
gloves that the fighters used while working 
with their. sparring partners—and the gloves 
to be worn in the fight—in many. instances a 
contest for the champlonship of the world, 

„ have found most fighters to be decent 
fellows,” said Robertson today. “ They 
have their own ideas as to the way .their 
gloves should be made, and after I have 
measured their hande they instruct me.on 
bow they Mke to have them padded.” 


Dixon Hard to Please. 

„ Take George Dixon, for instance,” con- 
tinued Sparrow.“ He bad a most pe- 
cullar shaped hand. His fingers were long — 
in fact, all out of proportion to the size of his 
hand. That helped his reach, for when his 
hand was open he could stick it into an op- 

face at long range. This was a fa- 

thod of his.“ 
about McGovern, did he have any 
particdlar style?” 

“Terrible Terry! I should say not. Any 
old thing suited him. He often remarked to 
me: ‘Sparrow,’ you have my measure; just 
fix up a pair: I wish they would permit me to 
wear kid gloves or none at all. I'll bet I could 
wallop with a pair of skin tighters,’ 

„Tommy Ryan was the card, though. He 
insisted that my gloves be used in all bis 
fights. He made the clubs put it in the ar- 
ticles of agreement. He was careful about 
his hands. and 1 had to measure them for 
every fight. 

“Jeffries was an easy-going fellow. and 
easy to please. The big champion hed the 
gmallest hand for his size of any man in the 
ring. ; 
Fitz Not Particular. 

“Fitz was a card. He had a story ready 
all the time and would insist that I laugh, 
or bang would come down his hand on my 
neck. Bob ‘had the largest wrist and didn't 
care much about padding there, while Tom 
Sharkey always wanted his gloves padded 
high up on the thumb. This was so that he 
could use that side of his hand as a sledge. I 
padded his gloves away up to the wrist. 

“I see that Gus Ruhlin wants to fight again. 
Well, that's another job for me. Hpwever, 
he bas such a large hand that it takes an 
awful lot of leather. Gus has the largest 
hand of any man in the business. 

‘Frank Erne and Joe Gans always had 
the same style glove, as plain as pdselble, 
with the padding mostly at the ends. 

“Willie Lewis has a bad’ right hand. It 
is all smashed to pieces and he cannot close 
it. I have to make a big pad inside to help 
him get @ grip on it. 

Tommy Murphy and the boys of today 
are not as particular a their gloves as 
the oldtimers. However, they all want the 
five ounce glove well padded. . 

„In the days of the Coney Island Athletic 
club, before it was à part of Brooklyn, they 
used three ounce gloves. Joe Choynski 
fought many of his best fightsthere. I made 
all his gloves, and rhe wanted them tight. 
He would not stand for a loose glove.

LOOK FOR NEW SKI RECORD. 


First Tourney of National Association 


at Chippewa Falls Today Expect- 
ed to Produce New Mark. 


Chippewa Falls, Wis., Jan. 23.—[Special.}— 
The first 1900 ski tournament scheduled by 
the National Ski ageociation will be held in 
this city tomorrow, when it is expected 
the American record of 122 feet made last 
winter by John Evenson at Duluth, Minn., 
will be broken. 

The scaffold is built in a substantial man- 
ner and will hold fifty-two men at one time. 
It hee stairways on the side and a platform 
Sxi2 feet on the top for the skiers to pre- 
pare themselves for taking the “ren.” The 
scaffold is ninety feet high and stands on a 
high hill overlooking the Chippewa river. 
The length of the slide which the skiers must 
traverse before making the leaps is 230 feet. 
The combined length of the aid slide and hill 
slide is 500 feet. 

It has been the experience of the local club 
that it is necessary to erect new scaffolds . 
each year, if wood is used, and this has 
proven too expeneive. By using steel the 
scaffold can be ueed with safety ears. 
Men who are studying the ski apart te Ameri- 
ca state it will not be many years before 
every club will use steel exclusively for scaf-

Their main business in life is to supply 
the demand for mussel Schelle, which are 
much sought after for the sake of the mother- 
of- pearl that fe found on the inside of most of 
the fresh water variety. A ready market for 
the shells can be had at the “ pearl button 
factories thet generally are located withia 
easy access of the more important fishing 
grounds. Heretofore marketable shells have

“There's a tessen for this homage that 
is paid to Dame Luck. Take the experience 
of Mrs, William Bates. Mrs. B. is the wife 
of a veteran Mississippi river “ pearier,”’ who 
for the pest 15 years or more has hunted 
pearls with indifferent: success in the Wis- 
consin channel Red Wing, Minn.

last year, she was helping her husband 
take some mussels out of a newly discovered 
“bed” when she chanced upon a specimen 
that she instantly recognized as the grand- 
father of the whole clam family—they call

“Grandfather Clam,” upon being opened. 
was found to be carrying a concealed pearl 
of somé 85 grains, diamond weight. Think 
of a pearl as large as an ordinary boy's 


‘marble. The famous Queen pearl, a New

$2,500 for 50 years ago, weighed only 93 grains 
and it wasn't half as beautiful as Mrs. Bates’ 
pearl, Just what she eventually received for 
it has never been made public, but R is an 
easy conjecture that next to a pearl that an 
loWa fisherman received $17,500 for a few 
years back, the Bates specimen is the most 
valuable American pearl that has ever been 
marketed. 

And there are others” of the female 
persuasion who have figured prominently 
in thie pearl fishing game ot chance, It was 
three yeare ago that Mrs. Julia Waters dis- 
covered that the Meramec river, which flows 
by her farm at Bourbon, Mo., was “ infested ” 
with pearl mussels. She forthwith essayed the 
role of pioneer pearl hunter in those parts, 
and in the time that has elapsed since then 
fortune has beamed on her for fair. 

A tew days back she was in St. Louis with 
a preserve jar nearly full of small pearls 
of a quality that will sell for about $10 or

were about a score of larger specimens rang - 
ing in size from 15 to 35 grains and valued 
at from $150 to 3800 each. Mra Waters 
says that her season’s work will met her 
about $1,500, which, however, is not quite up 
to the average income of the two preceding 
seasons.

Only Simple Tools Needed. 

Pearl fishing can be carried on to some 
degree of profit with the simplest and most 
primitive tools, and hundreds of individuals 
worked throughout the present season with 
an outfit consisting merely of a shovel and 
an iron rake or a long handled clam fork. 
Armed and equipped with these inexpédnsive 
tools they waded alongshore and made re- 
spectable wages digging the mussels out of 
the river bottoms. 

However, there is @ sort of paraphernalia 
that the mere experienced pearl fishers make 
use of, and it does not cost a great deal. In 
the firet place there is a flat bottomed boat 
some fifteen feet long and about four feet 
wide, a peir or two of oats, and a mooring 
chain fifty feet or morg in length. Then as 
to the fishing kit iteelf, that consists of sev- 
eral sections of gas pipe, each about eight 
feet long and so arranged that they can be 
east overboard from the stern and allowed 
to drag along the river bottom as the boat 
moves back and forth across the mussel 
bed. N of these gas pipes is fitted with 

aces of wire vant into the form of a 


about a foot. 

The usual mode of procedure is for 4. 
couple of men to take their station in one of 
these “ scowe” at the upper end of a mus 
sel bed, where the craft is securely: anchored 
and the hooking arrangements are cast over- 
board one after another. The current in 
most of the rivers is sufficient to carry the 
poat downstream with some degree of speed, 
and as the hooks are dragged along the 
mussels close on them with their shells and 
just “ sit tight.” 

When the boat has drifted the length of the 
mooring chain the men haul in the hooks, 
one set at a time, and remove the “ catch,” 
which will comprise from ten to fifty mussels, 
according to the way they bite.“ The boat 
is then warped back upstream and either 
allowed to drift down again in the ame place 
or rowed to a fresh anchorage.

Rusks Resemble French Brioche. 

The following are some of the choicest 
varieties and shapes of French, German, 
Swedish, and American rolls: 

RUSKS—There seems to be a great diver- 
eity of opinion as to the ning of the word 
‘‘rusk.” I am led to believe, howewer. that 
‘it is of French origin; owing to the ingre- 
dient of which it is made. Im texture and 
Ha vor it resembles French brioche and may 
be shaped according to one's fancy. The 
Pennsylvania Dutch make a mixture which 
they call rusks; the recipe follows hereafter. 

They mold this light, sweetened dough with 
their hands, pulling off pieces of uniform 
size, then shaping them into round biscuit. 

ting them together, brushing be- 
tween the rows with melted butter; they are 
glazed over the top as directed in the recipe. 
Sometimes this dough was ed in a long, 
narrow cake on a tin sheet, glazed over, and 
after baking and cooling it was cut in diagon- 
al slices and baked or toasted over again in 
the oven to a delicate brown and resembles 
the German swieback.

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HAT is the ideal of beauty? Is it perfec- 
tion of feature or is it magnetism, at- 
tractiveness, freshness, color, piquancy, or 
the irregularity and contradiction of fea- 
ture which in itself often constitutes 
charm? 

That it is often any one of the last 

rather than the first characteristic is 

proved by the fact that hardly any one of the so-called 

beauties of society and the stage have faces in com 
plete accord with the artist's ideal of beauty. 

In the drawing on this page an effort has been 
made to accomplish the ideal of beauty by combining 
the most perfect features of several Chicago society 
women. It is a composite in which have been amalga- 
mated several types, in each of whom one feature is 
absolutely perfect, according to the ideal of the artist. 
The nose of one has been used, the eyes of another, 
the brow of a third, the mouth of a fourth, and the 
chin and ears of a fifth and sixth. 

There are hundreds of women in Chicago who have 
beautiful eyes, as beautiful to the minds of many 
people as the example that has been picked out by the 
artist. But those which he has selectéd have come clos- 
est to the artistic ideal of what is most beautiful.

Many Women Make a Bid for Beauty. 


Without some such classification the attractive fea - 
tures of the Chicago society woman would place the ob 


server in a scene of hopeless confusion, . There. are a 
thousand faces, one might be tempted to say, or at least 


four hundred, which make their bid for beauty on ac- 
count of some one feature, expression, or some unusual 
beauty line or trick of manner; 

“Tt is the mentality, the wit and loveliness of soul, 
which plays in the face that often makes it beautiful,” 
says the artist. It is this which some would count the 
greatest gift of all which gives many a Chicago woman 
the passport to beauty. Beautiful hair also is a crown- 
ing glory which magnetizes so that it often makes one 
forget the other. 

Occasionally there is a face in which all the fea- 
tures are so well balanced as to bring them near the 
lines of perfection, although, as the artist points out, 
the possessor of this kind, of a face is not apt t6 be 
so noted for beauty in a general way. They are not so 
popular with the crowd as the woman who has some 


transcendent feature. 


Mrs. John J. Mitchell Has 3 Fealures. 

Mr. John J. Mitchell's face is one in which nose, 
eyes, mouth, and brow are all good—“ exceptionally 
fine in combination,“ the artist will tell you. Many faces 
on the contrary will have one superb feature and others 
will be undeniably bad. 

Edna Goodrich, the actress and wife of Nat Good. 
Win, is pointed out by the artist as having the loveliest 
eves imaginable. The upper part of her face is deal.“ 
said an artist who has painted her. “Eyes beautiful 
and fat apart, and brow fulf—it is such a brow as one 
would paint for a Madonna. But the mouth is far from 
good.” This was an analysis from the artist's point of 
view and one which skows how far this is from the 
usual estimate. 

From any point of view, however, the women of 
Chicago society have their share of attractiveness in 
one beauty gift or another. It would be superfluous 
to go into the many things which make up Mrs. Palm- 
er's beauty. Her brilliant, dark eyes, however, are 
considered her finest actual feature. They are large, 
fine, and of beautiful color, and are harmonious with 
fine expression. 

Mrs. Honoré Palmer, again, has lovely dark beben 
eyes, although gaying this much gives little, idea of 
her peculiar effect of beauty. As was said before, this 
is often made up of contrast and irregularity of feature 


instead of regularity.

Gallagher Poles Are Warriors. 


Today in smaller measure the district invites some 
of the worst element in the foreign population. That 
worst element in police experience is found among the 
“Gallagher” Poles. The term “Gallagher” applies to 
the Polish man, born in Poland, and coming to this 
country after his prejudices and hatreds for the police 
have been implanted. The significance of the term 
Gallagher“ may be Hlustrated in a recent experience 
of Officers McGrath and Buckley. 

At Rendolph and Green streets a row had started in 
a saloon. Some one ran out, calling for the police, and 
the two officers responded. Ae they ran up five young 
fellows, fighting, came out into the street. 
Pole who knew the officers called to them: 

Look out!—they'’re ‘ Gallaghers.’ ” 

“We appreciated the warning,” said Officer Me- 
Grath, “We waded right into them end put em down’ 
in quick order. You can’t talk to the ‘Gallagher’: you 
can’t reason with him! Knock him down beat it into 
filim—is the only thing that will reach him. And when 
we got these fellows, four of them had long biaded 
knives, open in their pockets.” 

It was this knowledge of the Pole in frenzied 
mood which accounts for Inspector MoCann’s having 
an almost useless forefinger on his right hand and a 
knuckle which appears as if a bullet might have gone 
through it. 

Otre night a year ago the inspector was ‘walking to- 
ward a West Madison street car, when in the lighted 
street he discovered two men bent over two other men 
who were down. The inspector in plain clothes ran utp, 
calling out that he was a police officer, and grabbing 
the man nearest to him.

“The police gare blamed frequently for what is 
called brutality toward prisoners,” said the inspector, 
looking at the disabled finger.

In the ordinary mixup, however, the old officer 
delivers a punch to the solar plexus, clutching his club 
in the hand, butt foremost, and using ite weight for 
added force.
